Girds Self 
for Battle

NEW YORK (AP)-The New 


York Stock Exchange is busily 
idying up its rules and prac- 
ices in preparation for what 
some are billing as a show- 
down fight with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 


But the exchange seems to 


lave its eye on public opinion 
as much as on the threatened 
crackdown by the SEC. And 
hat may be very much on the 
ninds of exchange 
president 


Keith Funston and other ex- 
change officials as they talk to- 
day to President Johnson. 


Wall Street is well aware that 


there still is a great deal of 
popular suspicion as to what 
really goes on there. And SEC 
charges of unfair privileges en- 
joyed by floor traders — mem- 
bers who buy or sell for them- 
selves rather than as brokers 
for the public—are likely to get 
more public credence than are 
denials by exchange officials. 


A battle for a better public 


image may well accompany any 
fight with the SEC over tougher 
regulations. Exchange officials 
are aware that changing the 
ideas most Americans have of 
some stock market proceedings 
will be hard.

Actor's Life Uncertain, 
But at Least It Is Never 
Boring, Hal Boyle Hears

NEW YORK (AP)-To many 


3eople made snug by the cer- 
ainty of a regular paycheck, 
:he life of an actor seems to 
lold more desperation and bore- 
dom than it does glamor. 


If you don't work, you nearly 


starve; if you do work, often 
you have to do the same thing 
aver and over — like a fellow 
:urning out grommets in a fac- 
tory. 


But 
Jackie 
Gleason 
once 


summed up the lure of show 
business when he proclaimed 
that if he weren't an actor he'd 
like to shine an actor's shoes. 


"That's the way I feel about 


it," remarked Robert Morse. 
"It's a great thrill. The thrills 
are worth all the uncertainty, 
the wondering what will come 
up next." 


Morse, who looks as young 


and bouncy as an eager-eyed 
college freshman, hardly has to 
worry now where to find a gar- 
ret to sleep in. 


He has 
just completed a 


romantic film comedy in which 
he costars with singer Robert 
Goulet. Two more films he has 
been signed for have turned 
him into a commuter between 
here and Hollywood. 


Before 
resuming 
the 
film 


career he started in 1956, Morse 
who also has appeared on a 
number of television produc- 
tions, made his mark by scor- 
inn in four hit Rroarlwav shows 


in a row, an unusual record for 
any performer. 


"The 
main thing an actor 


needs is a lot of patience and 
luck— and the desire and ability 
to grow with his luck" he says.

Before luck began breaking 


his way, Morse went through 
ordeals that would have broken 
the spirit of a less durable op- 
timist.

;o set up a dual system undei 
Which the poll tax would be 
used to qualify all voters for 
state elections and those who do 
not wish to pay the poll tax wil 
be permitted to register for vot- 
ing on federal offices only.

i registrar—faded Tuesday M 
irst Gov. Orval E. Faubus and 
hen the House Rules Commit* 
ee sidestepped an opportunity 
0 give the General Assembly 
1 guideline. 


In this position Faubus and 


,he committee followed the Leg- 
slativc Council which studied 
'•egistration for two weeks and 
hen declined to choose among 
assessors, sheriff-collectors and 
clerks. 


The clerks seemed to be out 


of the picture Tuesday but the 
vote, at least in the House, ap- 
peared evenly divided between 
assessors, and sheriff-collectors. 


Sheriff Robert Moore of Des- 


ha County, quarterback for the 
Arkansas Sheriffs Association, 
predicted victory for the sher- 
iff-collectors who want to keep 
the job they now do under the 
poll tax registration .system, 
which is being replaced. 
. 


The Arkansas Assessors As- 


ociation has said its members 
do not want the job. Legislators 
who favor asessors do so. be- 
cause the voter registration pe- 
riod coincides with the time set 
for assessing personal property 
and it would be convenient for 
the taxpayer to assess and reg- 
ister in the same office; 
, 


Faubus said in his opening 


speech that which officjal gets 
the job is of no importance be- 
cause each is capable of doing 
a good job. 


Faubus listed four criterions 


for a good registration bill .— 
convenience for the voter, .ease 
of records keeping, minimum 
of e x p e n s e . and protection 
against fraud. 


He said these were most 


closely met by the Legislative 
Council's bill setting up an an- 
nual registration system. 


The annual system seemed to 


be a shoo-in. Benton . County 
Rep. Hardy Croxton, a propo- 
nent of permanent registration, 
admitted 
his bill has little 


chance of passage. 


But Croxton said he wants to 


debate the issue fully, although 
he will not attempt to tie up the 
session in a filibuster. 


House Sneaker Marion Crank 


assured full debate by holding 
that each bill will be brought 
to a vote, regardless of commit- 
tee recommendation, and he 
asked House members not to 
move or vote for limiting de- 
bate. 


In the regular session Crank 


refused to call up bills which 
had not received a "do pass" 
recommendation from commit- 
tee. If he had adhered to this 
policy,

Liston signed 275 of his 500 


shares in Inter-Continental —

an old friend of Liston. 


When he asked Liston about 


the transfer. Nilon said, "Sonny 
said yes that was the way he 
wanted it. 


"I never asked him .why he 


signed it over." Nilon told the 
Senate Antitrust and Monopoly 
subcommittee. 


Testimony Tuesday, brought 


out that Margolis brought Lis- 
ton ;to Nilon and his brothers, 
Bob and Jim, and helped set 
up Inter-Continental.

Senators planned to question 


Nilon about his contract with

Philip Hart, D-Mich., seeks 
to determine whether federal 
regulation is needed for profes- 
sional boxing.

Garland D. Cherry, a Chester, 


Pa., attorney, told the subcom- 
mittee Tuesday how Intercon-

the promotional profits. 


Cherry, secretary of the firm 


controlled by Bob Nilon and his 
other brother, Jim. said Liston 
was given 50 per cent of the 
firm's stock. He insisted that no 
other fighter ever before had 
been given a share of these prof- 
its. 


Cherry said that Jack Nilon 


became Liston's business advis- 
er and the fighter relied heavily 
on Nilon's advice. Cherry said 
it was his impression that Liston 
had almost no understanding of 
business matters. 


Cherry said two weeks ago he 


was surprised to learn during 
talks with the Internal Revenue 
Sen-ice about profits from the 
fight that Jack Nilon was re- 
ceiving 50 per cent of Liston's 
purse as a fighter. 


He said Liston already was 


paying 10 per cent to his man- 
ager of record, George Katz. 


Cherry said last December 


Liston signed away 275 of his 500 
shares of stock in Inter-Cpn- 
tjnental, apparently without get- 
ting anything in return, to Sam 
Margolis. 


He identified Margolis as a 


Philadelphia vending machine 
operator who had "helped Lis- 
ton when he was down" and the 
man who brought Liston to the 
Nilons to organize Inter-Conti- 
nental. 


Later, Margolis signed over 


50 of his shares to Salvatore 
Avena, a Philadelphia Attorney 
who .had figured in the forma- 
tion of Inter-Continental, Cher-

Robert Harvey of Swifton, 
amended from its versions of 
the council bills a provision 
giving the registrant the option 
of stating his party affiliation. 


The House Rules Committee 


rejected 
Chicot County Rep. 


Ben Bynum's proposed amend- 
ments to accomplish the same 
purpose. 


Perhaps the committee took 


this position because one of its 
most powerful members, Perry 
County Rep. Paul Van Dalsem, 
was the man who placed the 
provision into the bills during 
the council meeting. 


Faubus said the party desig- 


nation section was not import- 
ant but he endorsed it as harm- 
less because it is optional. 


Van Dalsem actually would 


like a mandatory party loyalty 
requirement but he, at Faubus' 
urging, settled for the milder 
provision. 


He would not say Tuesday 


night how vigorously he may 
fight to keep the optional provi- 
sion in the bill. He said earlier 
that he wouldn't tie up the ses- 
sion over the matter. 


But he promised a blistering 


speech about "Democrats, Re- 
publicans and skunks who are 
ashamed of their party" when 
the bill comes before the House. 


No controversy was expected 


over 17 other items placed in 
the special session call by Fau- 
bus. Most of these are book- 
keeping budget measures de- 
signed to enable the state to get 
more federal funds for various 
programs.

BRADENTON, Fla. (AP) — 
Til take the same kind of year 
I had last year, but I'd like it 
spread around a little more 
evenly," said Wayne Causey, 
the Kansas City shortstop and 
Former bonus baby who doesn't 
have'io worry .about his job for 
the first time in his 10-year ca- 
reer.

compassion with a winner," Red 
says. "I run them ragged. I 
never let them get over - con- 
fident."

"But I wouldn't play for 
anyone else. He's a dictator, yet 
none of us ever suffered wrongly 
at his hands."

The athletes he drives 
are fond of victory as the man 
who still delights in luring self- 
styled handball and tennis ex- 
perts into matches and trounc- 
ing them.
